lown tribes described by Ralph Henderson, an American 
ayfarer, whose travel pictures have been appearing in 
ie Rangoon Gazette. These sturdy, yet sociable, people 
re mostly in the Chinese province of Yunnan, a wild coun- 
bordering on the northeast frontier of Burma. 
Refer- 
ng to their life and customs, Mr. Henderson writes; 
“We met more Lahus than any other tribesmen, I think. In^VndTded^hes? 
ihu is the tribe’s name for itself, and means the ‘tiger- 
official vc tor ip a’ 
mn’ race. 
The tribe is a big one and spills across into 
Mnnan, or rather, spills from Yunnan into Burma, since 
ey originally came from China. The Lahus live by agri- j 
dture, the men doing a little hunting on the side when 
ey can get hold of a gun that shoots forward, instead of 
ickward or in all directions at once. Every hill man who 
nsiders himself of any importance at all must have his 
in. 
There is a factory in Kengtung where muzzle-load- 
g guns are manufactured. 
A few carpenters and black­ 
i e s sit beneath a big banyan tree 
and

LONDON.— The London Times has printed a dispatch 
from its Manila correspondent reviewing the achievements 
of General Leonard Wood as chairman of the special mis­ 
sion which President Harding sent to 
the Philippines. 
“Only the courage, patience, ability, forceful persuasive­ 
ness and untarnished prestige of an administrator like the 
great American soldier-statesman,” 
the dispatch says, 
“can unravel the Philippine tangle and guide the Filipino 
people along the paths of true progress to prosperity and 
political security.” 
“Within a very short time after General Wood’s arriv­ 
al in the islands,’ the correspondent continues, “the influ­ 
ence of his forceful, magnetic and singularly human per­ 
sonality began to be felt with tonic effect. All Americans 
and foreigners and many Filipinos had become seriously 
alarmed and discouraged by the economic collapse which 
threatened the islands. 
The outstanding achievements of 
General Woods administration have been the rehabilita­ 
tion of the currency system and the downward revision of 
the budget, whereby nearly 20,000,000 
pesos 
(normally 
$10,000,000) was saved to the treasury, and the dispersal 
of a strongly entrenched political oligarchy.
